Keene had seen fit to send last year’s sensational 
Brooklyn winner, Conroy, to England, instead of 
retaining him here for another try at the big stake 
in question.3 

“The fact that thefKeenes have sent in only one 
entry. Port Royal, which 'as a two-year-old was a 
good deal of a failure, is further proof that they 
have decided to let down a bit in their turf cam- 
paign here in order to be able to devote more time 
to the exploitation of their decidedly strong stable 
over in England.

Thomas Hales, .Australia’s most noted jockey, 
died recently of congestion of the lungs. He was 
l»rn in 1847 and daring his career on the turf he 
rode the winners of most of the great races in the 
two principal colonies. Between the years 1872 and 
1894, when Hales retired, he rode 496 winners, .3.S2 
seconds and 195 thirds out of 1,678 mounts, the value' 
of the stakes won by the horses ridden by him 
amounting to £168,.340.
